"Education is relatively inexpensive. 


Normally it takes about 2 per cent of 
the nation's ncl income. In Arkansas 
at the peak of prosperity public school 
training was costing only about 25 
cents per day for keeping a child in 
school.

The nature of panics will forever 


puzzle men. 


My conception of a panic is simly 


this: A sudden doubt of man's own 
energies, the decline and crash of the 
competitive spirit. 


In some respects a panic mows val- 


ues down to that common denominator 
of which the professor dreams in his 
Utopian Planned Economy. 


And every time the people get a 


full picture of it, they shrink back in 
horror. For most of us are somewhat 
ambitious. Most of us do want to get 
ahead. We arc realists at heart—and 
the visionaries get a hearing only 
when we are deeply distressed.

But out of Utopian dreams have 


come the amendments 
which 
have 


made this a more pleasant world in 
which to live, than in the days of our 
fathers. 


In the lifetime of thi.s writer the 


workers in the steel mills have come 
down from a 12-hour day and a 7-day 
week to 8 hours and G days—before 
the panic, and before the NRA. 


The states were abolishing child la- 


bor even before the national govern- 
ment took a hand. 


This is the first time in the history 


of American industry that manufac- 
turers "staggered" working days in 
order to hold on their payrolls as 
many as possible, even before the 
NRA. 


Mr. Roosevelt has scored a magnifi- 


cent advance, in public confidence, 
and in actual industrial facts. He will 
sorrow from Utopia enough to rescue 
the nation from its predicament—no 
more.

orders on which they had been re- 
leased. 


Miller, former resident of Jefferson 


county, was convicted in Ouachita 
county and sentenced to 15 years on a 
charge of robbery. He was given an 
indefinite furlough May 3, 193,'l, after 
having served about two years. 


Miller's home is in Pine Bluff. Dur- 


ing the past six years he has- been 
charged by officers with numerous 
crimes, some of them major offenses. 
At one time, after he had been re- 
turned to Pine Bluff and charged with 
a series of diamond robberies in which 
a negro and a white man 
pleaded 


guilty and were .sentenced, Constable 
J. L. McBurnctt declared that he be- 
livcd Miller was "one of the most 
desperate criminals I ever had deal- 
ings with." 


Dalsheimer was convicted in 1931 


in Craighead county on a charge of 
walse pretense and was .sentenced to 
three years. He was paroled by the 
old state Parole Board about a year 
ago.

Roosevelt Optimistic 


....WASHINGTON -, (#•) - President 
Roosevelt Wednesday cited a wealth 
of statistics to show that his recovery 
program is progressing 
satisfactorily 


and expressed hopes that his gold 
purchasing program will cheapen the 
dollar and raise commodity prices. 


Jesse H. Jones, chairman of the Re- 


construction Finance Corporation at 
home arid abroad, revealed for the 
first time the machinery set up to 
buy gold in the world markets, the 
innovation which has been agitating 
financial and price structures in two 
continents, for three days. 


Under the plan, the New York Fed- 


eral Reserve bank v.-ill sell debentures 
of the R. F. C. to any person who im- 
ports gold into this country. The notes 
will be issued in 
much 
the same 


fashion as is now being followed in 
buying newly-mined gold from domes- 
tic producers. 


Jones' Statement 


"Today the Reconstruction Finance 


Corporation, under authority vested in 
it by the president" Jones' official 
statement said Wednesday, "has auth- 
orized the New York Federal 
Re- 


serve bank to dispose of the notes of 
the corporation and take in payment 
foreign gold imported after Novem- 
ber 1, 1933." 


The plan is not for the government 


or any reserve bank to buy gold di- 
rectly in the foreign market. Jones' 
statement, which he refused to eluci- 
date, was taken by experts to mean 
that the government will leave impor- 
tation of gold to private initiative, 
buying the melal only after it has 
been brought here from abroad by 
private purchasers.

to attract gold here, it was said, by 
continuing to set a price for gold a a 
premium above the world price.

eral Hc'serve System iuis not entered 
into uiiy agreement which will pro- 
tect the Britisli pound or the French 
franc from injury by these manipu- 
lations. 


By following a policy of not buying 


gold directly, however, the R. F. C. 
may cause less disturbances abroad 
than by storting out to acquire an un- 
certain amount of gold, experts held. 
By setting a daily price for gold, the 
R. F. C. will be announcing to the 
world a gold value for the dollar', the 
experts held, and will thus give a

and 


France of the direction and velocity of 
currency manipulations here. 


The White House denied that the 


president's gold purchase policy was 
discussed at the meeting between Mr.

actions and thoughts clear and under- 
standable—and, incidentally, spinning 
a swift and interesting 
story about 


them. 


This time he goes to the 
Ozark 


mountains and gives us a tale about 
the backwoodsmen, those little-known 
"mountain whites," whose lives are 
conditioned by the wild hill country, 
who preserve 18th century forms of 
speech and habits of mind, and who 
live by a hard, narrow, and archaic 
code. 


Our "woods colt" is a lusty young 


roisterer who might have been a con- 
temporary of Davy Crockett—the old 
frontiersman who, as Ozark legend 
has it, came into Arkansas astride a 
catamount • with a bear under each 
arm. 


He is a straightforward son of the 


wilderness, part 
moonshiner, 
part 


hunter; and his unswerving following 
of his primitive 
code 
leads . him 


straight to destruction. 


A young townsman displays an in- 


terest in his girl; so he hunts up the 
interloper, finds him in the village 
postoffice and beats him up. This 
leads to his arrest on a charge of dam. 
aging federal property. 
He escapes 


from the federal officer who tries to 
take him to jail, shoots him and flees 
to the woods. 


Then comes a chase that might have 


been duplicated a century earlier, save 
tthat the pursuers are officers and nol 
red Indians. The woods colt doubles 
back through the forest, eludes his 
foes, gets cornered again—and, at last, 
goes down fighting, as his code re- 
quires him to do.
